when you met him tonight. 
H o w do you know he will not greet you with 


a mad snarl and sink his teeth into you to m o rro w morning?

H o w would you like to have your wife o r sister or m other or babe 


bitten by a mad dog? 


No one can say to a certainty that there will be an outbreak of rab­ 


ies springing from the recent exposures.

common, while even longer term s have been known 


So. unless steps to protect the public are taken, the people of this city 


cannot stir out of their houses for at least six weeks with any certainty 


that will not be attacked by a frothy-mouthed demon.

tolerable 


Moreover, the danger cf a great spread of the disease is a consider­ 


ation. 
Dogs are wanderers. 
Your dog. even though domestically inclined, 


capers all over the city in a day. 
Suppose there are six dogs that have been 


exposed to hydrophobia, and that while coming down with the disease each 


one of them bites ten more dogs. 
T h a t is conservative, and it meanes sixty 


cases of rabies. 
Suppose fifty of these sixty dogs bite ten m ore dogs each, 


we have five hundred cases of rabies. 
And how m any people do you s u p ­ 


pose the five hundred dogs would bite before they could be captured and 


disposed of? 


T he Tribune believes that this is a real crisis. 
It reiterates its opin­ 


ion that every dog in La Crosse should, by order of the city authorities, be 


confined or muzzled from at least sixty days. 
T he warning is ample, and 


if precautions are taken to protect the public, those in authority cannot es­ 


cape responsibility for any disasters th a t follow.

MADISON, Wis., Oct. 9.—It can 
be said with almost dead certainty 


that the Wisconsin railroad rate com­ 


mission will not give out a decision 
on the petitions for a 2 cent passen­ 
ger rate on railroads operating in this 
state until after the genearl election 
on Nov. 6.
